$22,000 Worth of Produce
Grown Under Education
Board Auspices

66'; ACRES CULTIVATED
Interesting Detailed Results of
Work of 30,000 Children
Shown in Report

Tha school and war gardens, under the
ausploas of the Board of Education, have
had the most successful season In their his-
tory, having grown more than $22,000 worth
of produce during the last summer, ncoord-
ing to A statement iesued today from tha
offios of Willlam & echer, dimector of physl.
eal education.

There were wseventy gardens, covering
aixty-six and one-half acres, under the
direct puperintendence of teachers, Of

these, fourteen, totaling flve and one-half
mores, were regular school gardens on land
attached to the schools, und NfLy-six, equal-
ing slxty-one acres, were war gardens on
iand rented or donated for the purpese. In
addition to this amount, there were B0SO
vacant lot gardens in which teachers acted
ih an advisory capacity without direct su-
pervisfon, Tt fa estimated that nearly
20,000 children participated In these ac-

tivities,
Misa Caro Miller, assistant to Willlam
Biecher, Ia in charge of this work., She

Is now busy working out plans for clears
ing up the gardens, for fall plowing and
for the work next spring and summer, - It
has reached such proportions that special
equipment Is being gradually acauired, A
plow has been purchaszed this fall, 1t Is
predicted that a complets equipment of farm
implements, horses, ete., will be required
if the Interest shown by the children con-
tinues to grow as in the past.

Bohool, which follows:

“Our two children were so Interested lams

this summer, Thelr father rented a third
of an acre for them at Peanfleld and had it
plowed by the farmer's boy, The children
worked it and did ail the planting them-
nelven, The yield has been such that wa
have mot bought m vegetable all summer,
have canndd many tomatoes, dried a lot of
beans and corn and have enough beets,
turnips, celery, beans, corn, cabbage ana
caulifiower to Inst us nearly all winter."

In another school the children have
undertaken to do janitor service for a por-
tion of the buliding., ¥For this they will re-
celve the regular janitor's fee from the
Hoard of Education. The funds thus col-
lectod will be used for purchasing manure,

on the gardens are cleaned up for the
winter it is estimated that the towal cFops
for ths year will reach close to $30,000,
Thers are still, muny vegotables in the
ground, such as potatoes, carrols, bheels,
ot A fnal report covering all activities
wiil be made previgua to November 1.

The councll will exer-
elss no other leglalative function than
the revislon of the election laws, leaving
everything else to FParllament,

The mandates Indicate that tha frictlon
betwean Prosldent Feng Kwo-Chang and
Tuan Chi-Jul, Premler and Minlster of War,
hes been harmonized, as the President has
been opposed to the calling of a national
eouncil,
